Hedging Tools 

It is more economical to use some 
tools than others in hedging. In gen 
eral, it cost the small operator using 
hand pruners and saws more to cut 
back his trees than it would the big 
grove owner using the all mechanical 


hedging machine. A popular pruner is 
the pneumatic cutter. Hedging with 
pneumatic cutters is usually done from 
a flat-topped trailer pulled by a tractor 


or truck

take-off or separate engine. Four men, 
two with long tools for high growth 


and two with short cutters for the 
lower limbs, make a good hedging 
team. The cost per tree for hedging 


is greatest with hand pruners. Pneu- 
matic cutting is considerably less ex- 
pensive. The large machine hedger is 
the least expensive of the three where 
growers have sufhcient acreage to em- 
ploy such a unit. However, machine 
operation leaves a much rougher finish 
than hand or pneumatic cutters. 


Some commercial outfits completely 
remove all the brush from the grove 
and burn it. The method of brush 
disposal most generally practiced is 
to push the limbs under the edge of 
the tree (not around the trunk) and a 
year later pull back out in to middle 
and cut them into the soil. 


Some growers never touch the brush 
put it in the middles to be chopped 
in by cultivation. 

The most objectional feature in 
hedging is the cost factor. It will cost 
from 20 cents to $1.25 per tree to 
lvdge depending upon the type of cut 
ting tools used. In general, hedging 
reduces the total crop for a year or 
this is not particularly true of

Cuke Harvester [ri ples Output 
Trailer With Belts Ups Picking By 50 Bushels a Day 


Walter Hammond, a Hardee County 
cucumber grower, has developed a 
harvesting machine which boosted 
picker output from 20 to 70 bushels 
of cucumbers per day, according to 
Kelly Lyons of The Florida Advocate, 


Wauchula 


The grower, a tormer construction 
engineer who has been farming in 
Hardee County several years, built the 
machine to reduce production costs 
He worked two weeks in his shop to 
make the trailer. It has three conveyor 
belts arranged so the pickers put the 
cucumbers on either of two which 
carries to a third carrier from which 
one man puts into burlap bags 


Hammond says it has cut down on

First, before planting, you might get 
valuable information by testing for 
pH, total nitrogen, phosphorus, ca!ci 
um and possibly magnesium. Copper 
determinations might be valuable on 
old land. During the growing season, 
soil tests may play an important role 
in “trouble shooting”. 


In using test kits keep in mind, the 
scientists advise, the difficulty of get- 
ting reliable and meaningful results 
even by well-equipped soil laboratories. 
Remember, too, the training and ex 
perience required to interpret these 
results. But, the scientists add, if you 
do use a kit, you have the advantage 
of working with just a few crops and 
soils, and you will be able to take 
samples often and get results quickly. 

In using a soil test kit, follow direc- 
tions carefully.

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RIBBON GRAZING 


Dr. Sidney Marshall and his associ 
ates at the dairy research unit of the 
Florida Agricultural Experiment Sta 
tions are developing a new system of 
grazing that may be revolutionary. 
The system might be called ribbon 
grazing. It is a refinement of strip 
grazing based on Florida conditions. 


In setting up pastures for ribbon 
grazing, the land is blocked off into 
fairly large, permanently fenced fields. 
Rectangular fields are best. These are 
equipped with quickly movable electric 
fences—the ‘weed chopper” type of 
continuous current fence charger has 
proven best. These are used to limit 
the cows to a narrow lane across the 
fields or, in some cases, around three 
sides of the field. These fences are 
moved about 10 inches inside the edge 
of the ungrazed forage about twice a 
day, to place the fence so that two 
moves a day give the cows all the 
forage they need. 


Since the cows reach under the elec 
tric wire about two feet to graze, this 
means that three feet of ungrazed grass 
is exposed at each move of the fence. 
The cows never trample the grass be 
Cause it 18 near or under the fence, and 
so they eat it cleanly. Dr. Marshall 
says, with some forages that are not 
rejected by the cows when trampled, 
you can expose a broader ribbon to 
grazing at each move—perhaps a day's 
supply. Examples of this sort of for 
age are millet planted in rows and some 
permanent pasture grasses. 


Here are the advantages as Dr. Mar 
shall sees them: You can make com 
plete utilization of top quality pasture. 
Milk flow can be kept more constant 
than in strip grazing, where there is a 
cycle of milk flow decline caused by 
declining forage quality. You remove 
the animals from the grazed ribbon 
soon after the forage is eaten, giving 
it a chance to start regrowth immedi 
ately. 

The chief drawback is the labor in 
volved. But Dr. Marshall says, the 
fences can easily be moved when bring 
ing the cows in from milking or when 
returning them to pasture.

Cuts Labor Cost 

Three automatic feeders with 1100 
feet of trough were installed to cut 
labor cost. An automatic egg weigh 
ing machine speeds packing operation 
All watering troughs are along th 
outside of the poultry houses with 
openings for the birds to drink. Thus 
located the troughs are easily inspected, 
convenient for cleaning and more sani 
tary because of the sunlight on them 
There is less excitement of the birds in 
watering units.

At any 
time a quick glance at the records 
show a history of every bird including 
cost and profit. 


The daily egg record furnished a 
guide for his feeding program. When 
eggs drop in size he gives his birds a 
higher protein ration to bring them 
back to normal. If production slacks, 
he overcomes it wherever possible by 
inducing them to eat more feed usually 
pellets or damp mash during the mid

one place and stan is in another, the 
difference in soil moisture may be as 
great as between a swamp and a desert. 


Weight of water within the soil 
itself is the other factor that causes 


water penetration 


What happens when soil moisture 
movement depends on capillarity? If 
dry so'l is placed in a container and a 
measured amount of water added at 
the surface, downward movement will 
be very rapid, especially in good gar 
den soil. Usually within a minute or 
two, all gravitational water may be 
gone. Movement after that is very 
slow—perhaps only an inch or less in 
2 or 3 days. So most gardeners can for 
get about any soil moisture movement 
that takes place after 15 minutes from 
the time of watering 


The kind of soil has some effect on 
the depth to which a given amount of 
water will penetrate. In sand, an inch 
of water—about 27,000 gallons per 
acre—will wet down from 5” to 7” 
It will wet down less in a heavier soil 
An application of 4” of water, which 
is less than 7000 gallons per acre, 
amounts to about three 50-gallon bar- 
rels of water to 1000 sq. ft. of garden, 
but this will moisten a sandy soil only

ibout 2 . and heavier soils suull less. 


This moisture remains near the sur 
face where it interferes with further 
root development It is also more sub 
ject to drying by wind and sun. Thus 
4 light shower or sprinkling is useless, 


or worse 


There is nothing a grower can do 
to make a given amount of water go 
any deeper, but it does help to keep 
the surface soil loose and porous so 
the water does not run off. 


Two things may be dome: (1) 
Make sure enough water is added at 
each irrigation to moisten the entire 
root zone; (2) Irrivate immediatvly 
after light rains to force water down 
ward. This is the only way to be sure 
to benefit from light rains. 


Guides for the Grower 
How to water older plants will de 
pend largely on how they were treated 
when small 


When growing seedlings for later 
transplanting, it 8 mecessary to water 
enough at one time so the surface soil 
can be allowed to dry out, thus pre 
venting damping off disease 


Deep-rooted seedlings cannot be 
moved without breaking off many 
roots. 


Old established plantings of peren 
nials with deep, well-formed roots are 
easily cared for. As plants become 
larger, watering is always less of a 
problem since nothing will harm the 


roots unless the soil is waterlogged. 


Some fruit trees root down from 12 
to 15 ft. in a good soil, and this deep 
root development should not be inter 
fered with. Some citrus grove owners 
have found that one real thorough 
watering per year is all that is neces 
sary. 


Vegetable growers should use the 
same reasoning in watering crops after 
they are well established.

Few housewives know what's behind the scenes between farm and retail store 
in preparing many of the foods they use, especially quick-frozen peas and canned 
In the play “Show Boat,” the negro who sings ‘Ol’ Man River”’ sits 


on a crate tediously shelling peas into a V-shaped trough which guides them 
into a bucket between his feet

In mass production for the freezing plant or 
cannery the pea vines are forked from a truck into a viner—a powerful ma 
chine set near the field — and literally clubbed from their pods. They pour 
winnowed and clean into a long box. 

In preparing potatoes for restaurants and institutions, or canning, a device 
called an abrasive peeler is used. The eyes have to be gouged out with a knife. 
This is far from the pictures we see of rookies peeling potatoes for the armed 
forces by hand, and always without a smile. 

In the case of potatoes, partic ularly, the farmer has much at stake. Com 
mercial potato peeling is but one example. Last year the use of processed 
potatoes in the United States averaged five pounds per person

CUCUMBER 
A“ ANCIENT Carthaginian city in 
southern Tunisia wa called Ta 
parura during the period of Roman o 
cupation. Later the city was captured 
by the Arabs and the name changed to 
Sfax because of the abundance of cu 
cumbers grown there. To name a major 
city for a vegetable show ow highly 
the cucumber was regarded by the 
thirsty sons of the desert 

The cucumber originated in India 
so long ago that it is mentioned in the 
oldest legends of that very ancient 
civilization. It was carried by cara 
vans along the old trade routes to the 
Near East and had become a popular 
vegetable in Egypt long before th 
exodus of the Hebrews 

It was about 300 years before the 
Christian era when the cucumber bx 
came known to the people on the north 
shore of the Mediterranean, but it wa 
two hundred years later before it b 
came a popular vegetable. Eventually 
the Romans learned to regard the 
cucumber highly. 

It was probably some crusader who 
had visited the Holy Land and eaten 
cucumber for the first time who car 
ried the seed to England. Since thi 
was a vegetable of the infidel Saracen 
it was looked upon with suspicion and 
many believed it poisonou 

A controversy arose over how 
should be eaten, or if it should be eaten 
at all. 

Six books were written on the sub 
ject, and the old herbalists of the 15th 
and 16th centuries added their bit to 
the discussion. The general opinion wa 
that if the cucumber was to be eaten 
at all, it should be seasoned with salt 
and pepper and dressed with wine, but 
oil never should be used 

This old English fear of the cucum 
ber still persists and traces of it are 
to be found in America at the present 
time. Our expression “cool as a cu 
cumber” reflects the early English be 
lief that it killed by its “natural cold 
ness”. There are those who still insist 
the cucumber should never be eaten 
when the sun was shining on it. It 


should be.soaked in salt water, or if it 
must be eaten out of the garden, the 
blossom end should be it off, and 


the cut surfaces rubbed together to 
cause a foam, thus extracting the 
“poison.” 

Thy writer wishes to suggest that 
one of his favorite vegetable dishes i 
slices of large cucumber fried, or split 
in half, seasoned with salt pepper and 
butter and baked
